Claims 5-18 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple dependent claim. See MPEP

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: As 
to claims 1 and 4, the prior art discloses an automatically operable safety shield system for use 
with a syringe substantially as claimed at the time the invention was made except for said inner 
holder having at least one first opening and said outer shield having at least one first stop 
member, said first stop member being engageable with the first opening when said outer shield is 
in said retracted position.
